Terrible Massacre in New Zealand. — 
From tnc Honolulu Commercial Advertiser 
we learn that Captain Winslow, who had 
just arrived at that port from New Zealund, 
reported a terrible massacre of the foreign 
population by the hostile natives south of 
Auckland. Last October a peace wut con- 
cluded. It appears, however, that some 
time in January the natives came down 
from the mountains in large numbers 
and suppressed a settlement near Auck- 
land, butchering about eight huudred and 
fifty inhabitants. The most horrid ac- 
count.- are received as to the cruellies per- 
petrated on that occasion. The Govern- 
ment had only about two thousand troops 
in the bland. These would proved more 
than a match for any force that the Indians 
could bring into the field; but the latter 
are accustomed to retreat into the thick 
cane brakes which cover the mountains of 
tho interior. Aside from those natural de- 
fences, the natives are athletic and brave, 
while they have picked up no incongidenv- 
bie knowledge from their contact with the 
white settlers. Their fared camps have 
been found to be fortified with much skill in 
the selection of ground and other means 
of defence. They are acquainted with the 
u&e of firearm*, and obtain powder from 
JoreignerA touching nt the island. 

Dreadful Tragedy.— T he followlug 
pitiful tragedy occurred in this city on 
Wednesday. We suppress the name and 
the sued but of respect lor the feeling® of 
the bereaved parents. OuSonday evening, 
a fine, healthy boy, between eight aud niuo 
mouths old, was put to bed by his mother 
in the same room where two other children 
were sleeping in a crib. The mother re- 
mained sitting In au adjoining chamber, 
and not hearing auy cry, supposed that all 
ihe children were sound asleep. Her bus 
band, w ho bad gone to church, returned 
about uinc o’clock, aud a couple of hours 
alter v ar.is, preparing to retire lor the 
night, went into the room where the ebil 
died were. The mother looking into the 
bud diu not see tho child. She exclaimed 
that it must be on the floor, and made a 
hasty sc«u cli. But it was not to be fouud. 
Comiuuiug the search the child was at 
length discovered suspended by the chiu 
between ths side of the bed and the chim- 
ney board. There was a small space left 
betwe> u the bed and the wall, and It seems 
that ihe elu!d, having rolled oil the bed, 
hud b . u caught by tue chin uu oue side, 
with the head resting against the firebcard 
on the other. Our readers can imagine 
the let ling** of the unhappy parents at this 
clrottdlul accident. Such an oceurreucc, 
though rare, bus been known to have taken 
pi ice on one or two occasions. — [Montreal

From Western Virginia. 
[Special Dispatch to th. Cincinnati Gazette.) 

Grafton, Sunday Night, June 16 — 
There is a graduil concentration of fo-cs* 
In the direction of Ptiill’ppi. The Four 
teentb Ohio returned there from Buck- 
hantion. 

There Is a report of a fight at Burkhart 
non. with considerable loss to the Rbbola, 
but it U not authenticated. It came via. 
Clarksburg. 

A number of rifled cannot) have arrived 
from Ohio, with a large amount of amuiu 
Dillon. A portion of these supplies were 
immediately sent, to Thillippi. Enfield 
rifles arrived for the flank compauic* of 
Ohio regiments. 

Capt. Bculiam is baek from Washington, 
and he is gone to night to Phillippi, leaving 
here at dusk. 

The rebels made no attack on Piedmont. 
The Indiana Zouaves are ail at Cumberland 
again, and communication is open. There 
are someappvehensions there from rebels 
dispersed at Romney, with re-enforcements 
irom the direction of Harper’s Ferry 

There is unns isl activity at headquar- 
ters and towards Cheat river. Scon's are 
out in every direction, and are constantly 
reporting. 

The rebels ara known to ho Occupying 
Iluttonville and Beverly. A scouting par- 
ty is out to night, looking after a small 
force of rebels said to be in the neighbor- 
hood. 

The remains of Opt. Crawford, shot by 
ike sentry at Phillippi, are here to-night, 
under eseort for Ohio. 

Col. Kelley is greatly improved. He was 
sitting up to day. 

Several arrests ol spies and suspected 
parlies were made to-day. 

A comp . ny-of tfar.-ti r at ?.r 4 mtowalk 
reported as organized for self-defense. 

The rebels at Cheat Mountain Gap are 
under command ef General Jackson, for- 
merly Judge at Parkersbutg. Porterfield 
is still among them, in some capacity. Ae- 
eonnls of their strength vary grealiy, but 
none put it under three thousand. 

LATER. 

Grafton, 12 o’clock, if. 

A messenger Just in from Phillippi nn- 
noutiees that our scouts have discovered 
the rebels marching toward Phillippi, and 
that they expect aud attack in the morn- 
ing. The report is hardly credited, though 
the information is positive. 
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[Special Dispatch to tho Cincinnati Gazette.] 
"Washington, June 16. 
Several regimeuts passed into Virginia 
during last night. Th® Government is 
concentrating a large number of troops 
here, in anticipation of an advance of the 
rebels. Reinforcement* have been con- 
stantly arriving at Fairfax yesterday and 
to-dfiy, and the probability is that a large 
force will be concentrated there by to- 
morrow. 

A train of cars passed out fifteen miles 
from Alexandria to day, ou the Loudoun 
Railroad, nud discorered an attempt to 
burn the rebuilt bridges. One of the sol- 
diers was shot by arcoel picket aud killed. 
The assa&ria was captured. 

Surprise was manifested that the pirates 
arrived at New York without being hung 
at the yard arms, according to the rule in 
such bases. 

There is to be big news from Fortress 
Monroe next week. I had the pleasure 
last evening of witnessing the bombard- 
ment offijewull’s Point, with rifled cannon 
from Rip Raps. 

Baltimore is in a critical condition. It is 
believed in:irtial|l.-i\v will be proclaimed to- 
morrow. Tho Secessionists there arc rav- 

ing inad.

f he Retreats of the Rebel Army — 
Occupation of Leesburg by Our 
Troop®— 40^000 U. S. Soldier* Now 
ou Virginia Noil. 

[Cerrcepondo.ct; of ih • Clie'oDhti ConameroiiL] 
Washington, June 16. 
Ioformntiun reached Col. Heiutsleiaau'® 
head quarters in Alexandria, this morning, 
that mere were movements at the Rebel 
camp at Manassas Junction, 3 esterday, in 
Gieating ii trillion to retreat from that 
point, A large lumber of wagons 
concentrating and troops engage d in park- 
ing np. It is believed in military circle* 
that they will fail back ou Mjuti£ 6 *s Gap, 
twenty miles west of the Junction. 

The insurgents are reported to be great- 
ly suffering Horn want of water and medi- 
cines. 

Advices were received, to-day, at the 
War Department, announcing that Col. 
Stone’s Brigade, consisting of oue thou- 
sand District Militia, the New York Ninth, 
uusylvauia First, Maine First, New 
Hampshire Firs*, and some artillery aud 
cavalry, yesterday, crossed llie Potomac at. 
Edward’s Ferry, and marched aud occupied 
Leesburg, five miles disiant, without meet- 
ing aty roskiaijce. Leesburg Is ihe ter- 
minus of tho Alexundrb, Hampshire, aud 
Loudoun Railroad, and its occupation uncus 
a direct corn inuuica-. ion between the Fed- 
eral forces now advancing into Virginia 
from Harper’s Ferry aud tue army in and 
about Washington. It renders the posi- 
tion ot the rebels at Manassas Junction 
untenable. 

The emire secession force at Harper’s 
Ferry doubtless retreated to Wiuchest«r. 

Gen. Scott received news of the occupa- 
tion of Harper’s Ferry by advance guard ot 
Gen. Patteis in’s army lost nighr. The 
Federal troops also crossed at Point of 
Ro®ks, in strong f®rce. 

At this moment at least forty thousand 
Union troops art on Virginia soil, ou a 
strategctic line from Alexandria to Har- 
per’s Ferry. Military authorities pro- 
nounce the secession cause iu Northern 
Virginia already loet, aud consider it al- 
most certain tint the rebels will gradually 
allow themselves to be pushed back to 
James river without making any decisive 
battle. It now looks as though Gen. But- 
ler’s promise to have the stars aud stripes 
iloaiiDg over Richmond on the 2(kli prox., 
would b« made good. 

The Third Michigan Regiment arrived 
here this evening. The First and Second 
Ohio and Second and Third Connecticut 
Regiments proceeded across the Potomac 
yesterday. The former are now encamped 
two miles from Long Bridge, on the Alex- 
andria road. No signs of lorward move- 
ment of the other side. 

From Jefferson City— Occupation of 
the Capital — Particulars of tbo 
Landing — Gov. Jackson’s Move- 
ments. 

[Special Dispatch to the St. Louis Republican.] 
Jefeeuson Citt, June 15. 
The Rtcaroers J. C. JSwon aud la tau ar- 
rived here between two and three o’clock 
this afternoon, having on board five ®om- 
panies of Col. Blair’s itgiineal, one compa- 
ny of regulars, and one company of artil- 
lery. The regulars landed first and imme- 
diately took possession of the heights near 
the Penitentiary, and a part of Colonel 
Blair’s regiment marched to the Capitol, 
took possession of the building, and hoist- 
ed the national flag. 'Die balance of the 
troops remained on the boats with the ar- 
tillery. 

Tho Iatan was immediately dispatched to 
the steamer A. McDowell, which has been 
lying up about two miles above here on 
the opposite side. This boat was brought 
down and placed alongside tbe Swon,and 
will probably be kept in the service. 

The steamer 8 ain Gatv is here, heavily 
loaded for above, but is not allowed to 
proceed until the Government boats take 
the lead. 

r»o resistance whatever was offered to 
the Federal force and but little excitement 
prevailed. 

The Penitentiary and other places were 
searched for contraband goods, but little 
or nothing was found. 

Governor Jackson and his friends left 
for Boonvillc ou the White (. loud, day be- 
fore yesterday. Capt. Kelly's company 
left yesterday afternoon on the rniltoud, 
burning the bridges behind them. 

The Affair Ht Bethel.

Would to 
God 1 could believe that the gloom in 
which we are enveloped, dark as it i 3 . is 
not, iu the future, to become darker and 
more appalling. 

I could but hope for the good of onr 
common country, it were otherwise, — that 
the wide difference among ourselves as to 
the course Kentucky should pursue, did 
not exist. Kuovriug this difference of 
opinion, I beg leave to add that it is the 
farLhcrest thing from my iutention to say 
oue word that can or ought to wound tho 
feelings or touch the sensibilities of any 
individual who may be opposed to me iu 
seutiuient. I have convictions of my own, 
siucsre, honest, solemn convictions, that 1 
would Li®- yWiu i< » ;.u ii.-) t j 0 ; * “ • 
millions of applauding voices could heap 
upon me. [Cheers.] Neither the taunts 
nor the sneers, tbe detractions nor the 
6 lacders of those who chooso to use them 
agaiuat me can weaken these convictions 
01 drive me from that coarse which my 
judgment should diciute to ms to be the 
course of patriotism, of honor and of duty 
to my country. [Continued Applause.] 

I might, my friends, hav® sought peace 
and quiet by retiring from the political 
arena and keeping my opinions hid. It 
has never been the course that bos charac- 
terized me throughout my post life, and I 
aiu too old now to conceal options forth*: 
sake of a little quiet and repose, when I 
believe my country is in imminent peril. — 

[ Applause. 1 

It has been said by some of tboae with 
whom I have hitherto anted, that my opin- 
ions can easily be understood; that my es- 
tate is io the youth, that ®U my property is 
there, and that it was but natural that I 
should have strong sympathies, and partial- 
ities, aud leanings towards that country 
which give protection to nearly all the 
property I owned upon eirtb. i'hat may 
be so. 1 do own property in the South ; 
for twenty-five years my destiny has been 
cast there. 

You aro at liberty to draw your own con- 
clusion, as to what influencacircn. . stances 
like these arc calculated to have upon such 
opinions as 1 entertain. 

In a letter recently published from the 
pen of one of tbe most eloquent and dis- 
tinguished of Kentucky’s sons, the ii »u. 
Jos. llolt, alter speaking of the confisca- 
tion of debts by ine Southern States, he 
adds: “ To these confiscations, will proba- 
bly succeed rood, those of lauds and ue- 
roes owned l»y tue citizens of loyal states, 
aud indeed, the apprehension of this step 
is already sadly disturbing the fidelity of 
nou-reHdefit proprietors. Fortunately, 
however, infirmity of faith, springing from 
sueli a cause, is not likely to be conta 
gious.” 

Now, I havs^dmitt^d to you, mv friends, 
that I had property in the South. How far 
that has influenced my course, I leave you, 
npon a candid review of all ruy past con- 
duct, to 6 ay for yourselves. If my exam- 
ple Is not likely to be “contagious,” ail 
that I have to ask is that after weighing all 
cohsidcratioas of this kind ngain*ji, the ar- 
guments I i-hnll adduce to you, you will 
tay in your own koaru whether those ar- 
gameuia are entitled to any weight uud 
consideration. 

It is well known that whilst this seces- 
sion movement was going on I s end up 
against it manfully, not only here, but iu 
the t 5 tatc of Mississippi, where my pr qicrty 
was; uud I was appealed to by a very Ixrg* 
number ot the citizeus of ihe city ol New 
Orleans for my views in relation to tbW 
movement. I wrote a letter portraying all 
tho con.-cqgcuccs which are now bciug re- 
alized from tire inovuiwut; omT-th ’ letter 
was spresd broadcast over the South If I 
could hare been influenced at all by 
considerations such as are Imputed 
to “those who live in loyal Suites auu own 
property In the seceded States of this con- 
federacy,” would 1 have pursued a course 
of that kuid? Not only so : after tli«y had 
scctdcd, after they had mot at Montgom- 
ery aLd formed a permanent cou^iituikm 
fur the seven Confederate Suit's, I still 
thought, nud tbe deep anxiety of uy heart 
was, that they should, be brought back uu- 
dur the glorious stars aud stripes of this 
great republic, iu whose prosperity, in 
whose expansion, iu whos* permanent and 
enduring glory I felt as deep and abiding 
interest as auy man that ever lived upon 
the face of this earth. [Applause.] The 
last time 1 addressed you Irom this stand, 

I appealed to you to support ihe 
Union,' to stand by the Constitution, 
and to bear aloft the stars and stripe* ; 
to seek those rights aud guarantees to 
which we were justly entitled for our 
saiciy and security, and with eight slave 
States bound to^etucr by such guarantees. 

I thought the time would come when 
the seven seceded StMe 6 might be induced, 
altar passion had subsided aud alter seeing 
that we were perfectly protected under 
that banner, around which so inauy glori- 
ous memories clustered, to come hack, 
and that we would be once more a great 
and united country. Did that lo.>k as 
though I was influenced by the low and 
paltry considerations which are imputed by 
Mr. Holt to those who own property iu the 
seceded States and live I 11 what are called 
the loyal States of this Confederacy ? 

As a member of the Peace Conference, I 
went to Washiuglon City, aud there 1 ex- 
erted every iufiucuce I could possibly biiog 
to bear, not only in the Couvcntion by the 
course I took there, but in conver- 
sation, aud in exerting my energies 
in doors aud out of doors to procure 
those guuutees that I deemed essentially 
necessary for the security of our dearest 
rights. The Black Republican Congress 
epurued the guarantees we asked. They 
rejected with contumely every proposition 
the people of the South presented; and the 
clive branch which John J. Crittenden, ol 
Kentucky, extended, fragrant with the 
hopes of every patriot ia the land, was spit 
upon and swept from the halls of Congress. 
Northern men 6 tood up iu that Peace Con- 
ference and said, sooner lhau give oae sol- 
itary guarantee, and change tue Constitu- 
tion of the United States from what it now 
is, either by the crossing of a t or the dot- 
ting of an i, they would see this Union 
broken in ten thousand atoms. Yon 
are then to judge whether the whole 
course I have pursued with reference 
to these vexed questions has resulted 
from the igcobie motives impniod 
to those who have an “infirm. ty of 
faith” upon subjects of that nature, or 
whether it has proceeded from entirely 
different springs of action. Though there 
be many who look upou gold as the uni 
vorsnl solveut, I trust the word patriotism 
may never lose i;s signi finance, and the 
Iftilh in the possibility of looking at great 
questions of 3:alc save through the petty 
limitations of household affairs, may never 
be entirely extinguished in the human 
heart by those who judge the motives of 
others irom no higher stand point. 

I believe, fellow citizens, if there is, a 
community upon tbe face of the earth 
where property is thoroughly protected, 
where there is » high degree of conserva- 
tism iu this respect, it is iu the guile of 
Misslssipi. [Applause.] Why, Stephen A. 
Douglas, wl»o, alter standing up for the 
Soutn as he did, made a speech a;t ludiau- 
apolis, (he is dead and gon» , and peace be to 
his mam s; I sn » owthiog against him)advoca 
tiogtlie coercion 01 thoiouth, whipping 
them into subjugation, there was, as a mat- 
ter of course, a deep, bitter nud universal 
t-enlimeui of hobtiliiy to him throughout 
that country, aud though in my own neigh- 
borhood, within four miles of my proper 
ty, 1 e owns a plantation and one hundred 
and fifty negroes, not on? \s ord was breath 
ed vh .t his right, title au l interest in that 
property should be affected by the course 
be took in relation to the huljagation ol 
lha: people. [Tremendous applause.] — 
There is no country, so far as ny observa- 
tion aud experience goes, that is more 
thoroughly consul vative than the Scales 
South with which I not 'familiar. But, fel- 
low-eidzens, I dismiss ibis unpleasant and 
i nijiaieiiil subject, aud pr ceed at once to 
.he mor® important question as to the du- 
ty and policy of Kentucky in the pr* e 
terrible cris:s. In the divided state of pub 
lie opiuiou, all parlies, as I under tun J, 
have acquiesced in the only policy which 
cau he adopted, that of a strict aud im- 
partial neutrality. 

i am lor that. [Applause.] We have agreed 
that the Governor ai tho state uru right, 
undeniably right, in re i using men to make 
war against our Urct-iirwu of the South. 
[Great appliuse.J There ha® beeq b\jt out- 
opiniou it Kentucky— I mwn as to the 
great muss of Kentuckians — upou this sub- 
ject:— we wo aid never do it upon earth! 
[Continued applause.] 1 am for that. I 
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never will nise my arm, I never will lend 
my yoke, I uevsr will eucourrge while I 
live, me invasion of tin* section to which 
I beldbg, x^d the trampling in the dust the 
f acred rights of that people. [Great cheer 
mg ] 

I cll iw-cltizofis, this is no now opinion. 
Ii is i.i O' opinion now broached for the first 
“tune. It i, no offspring of a treason- 
able thought in my heart or in your 
marts, bat from ihe time tbe first 
Convention mrt in Kentucky, up to the 
preseut moment, it has been the fixed, 
settled, permanent, enduring policy of the 
Suie of Kentucky that wo would not 
lend an aim to the subjugatiou of our 
brethren of the Sofflh ; that wc would 
maintain a neutral position between the 
beligereuta North and South, and poising 
urs-lve* upo*n our Slat® sovercinnty, we 
would say to each of them, we had no blind 
1 » bringing on this fratricidal war, aud we 
in rend to Luke no part iu it whatever. 

Allow me to read to you a few extracts 
iu further elucidation of the reasons by 
which I am influenced in the course I have 
takeif. it may be irksome to yon, but I 
wish you to hear what has been said ou the 
question, noton ly by our Legislature, but 
by those committees who bring out Candi- 
da:* a, by those who indorse candidates, 
and by those who make platlorms for can- 
didaie®. 

To all of tk«fto I cordially agree. I am 
willing to stand upon them, aud I do not 
io tend to back down and say they mean 
a different thing from what the plain word* 
import, and from what we all agreed they 
did mean at the time they were written. — 
[Cheers.] 

On the* $:h of January a Convention met 
here ia the city of Louisville, and agreed in 
the j nssoge ol this resolution: 

Resolved, That we deplore the existence of a 
Union to be held to' r eiher by the sword, with 
In tvs to b»' enforced by Rtan'[j iM; It U 

Ti u bu,:;. a Lnlim our lutherc* intended, anT 
not worth preserving. [Cheers.] 

I say so. [Cheers.] I pay to-night, 
aud I plaut myself upon the self- 
evident fact, that a Union of subjuga- 
ted provinces npon one side, with haughty 
and domineering masters upon th® other, 
is not such a Union as ail the aspirations 
of lay heart have gone forth to Heaven to 
preserve. It is not a Union worth pre- 
serving. [Great applause.] 

But, fellow-citizens, afterwards there was 
a vote taken in tbe State Legislature of 
Kentucky, and eighty-seveu members 
voted for, aud only six against this resolu- 
tion:

Resolved, by the General Assembly of th* Com- 
mon wealth of Kentucky , That this General As- 
scinbly his heard, with profound regret, of 
tho resolution- recently addressed by th® Slates 
of New York, Ohio, Muine uni Massachusetts, 
tendering men and money to the President of 
the United States, to be used in coercin" cer- 
tain sovereign States of the South into obedi- 
ence to the Federal Government. 

Resolved. That this General Assembly re- 
ceives the actions of the Legislatures of New 
York. Ohio, Maine ami Massachusetts, as the 
indication of a purpose upon the part of the 
people of these States to further complicate ex- 
isting difficulties by forcing the people of the 
South to the extremity of submission 01 resist- 
ance; and so regarding it, the Governor of th*- 
Stateof Kentucky is hereby reqnestcdto in- 
form the Executives of each of said States tyat 
it is the opiniou of tho General Assembly, tnat 
whenever tue authorities of those State's shall 
send armed forces to the South for the pur- 
posc indicated in said resolutions, the people 
of Kentucky, uniting with their brethren of 
the South, will, as one man, resist such inva- 
sion of the soil of he South at all liazarusand 
to the last extremity. [Cheers.] 

That was the opinion of the lower House 
of the Legislature, seventy-eight men — 
a majority of them Union men— 
against six. Afterwards both branch- 
es passed a resolution which was 
approved by the Governor of tbe 
State, in which they resolved that “\Ve 
protest agaiust the use of force or coer- 
cion by the General Government against 
the seceding States, as uuwi^e and 1 1 expe- 
dient, aud lending to the destruotum of 
our common country.” I agree to that. 

I do believe, as God is my everlostiug judge, 
that the attempt to subjugate the S >uib 
only tends to the destruction of our com- 
mon country, ami believing it, I would out 
be an bonest man unless I plained myself 
upou tint platform which the Legislature 
uuauimouHy passed. [Cheers.] 

Taking t -ere my position, you under- 
stand i:. I do not waut it to be inis- 
uoder*»tood. I am uo Secessionist; I have 
u £ ued agaibst it as boldly und firmly as any 
ot aerma 1 iviug 1 have deprecated the evil 
eons qucnccs result tag from it as much as 
any other tirtu in ihe Uuitcdftiates. Where 
my name La$ been known or heard of, it 
bus been heard ot iu connection with my 
devotiou to th® Uuiou of these States and 
the perpetuity of ihe Government under 
which wc live. [Applause.] 1 saw the 
c 4-uoJ. v> •-le^cfirrcu.'i.iijjg U*? last 
summer, alter the W\ukiug up of the 
Charleston Convention aud the bringing 
up of au election on a mere sectional issue. 

I f'ivr there was danger, and, io all human 
probability, a dissolution of the Union 
would be lbs «ono®qucncc. I went to 
New York upou my own expenses, aud 
there I Appeared befoni more than ten 
tbon>aud people, and in n speech in 
which i urged upon them with all 
the «arncstuess and zeal with which 
the importance of a subject, of that kind 
was calculated to inspire ia my heart that 
they should unite — uo matter whether they 
were for ilieckin ridge, Douglas or Bell, 
laying aside their predilections — a^ainii 
that mau whose elevat on, in all human 
probability, was to sunder the tics thai 
00 und us together as a common p ople. 
[cheers. J 1 saw it in the l'-r distance, 
though tbe cloud may not have appeared 
larger than a man’s hand. It grew larger 
and blacker, until, liks a pail of darkness, 
it overspread this eutire laud, and the di»- 
rup'.iou of those tics has been the inevita- 
ble conseqneuce resulting from the plat- 
form upon which that man was elected to 
the Presidency o! t’uc United States. I did 
not taink that was sufficient to justify a 
dissolution. I did not think there onirbt 
to be adisaolution ou accoaut of the elec- 
tion of Liucoln, and I so proclaimed it. I 
thought, and still think, it would hnve 
been better for these men of the South to 
have remained iu Congress, where they 
had a majority, aud eou>d have handcuff- 
ed Lincoln, and refused to have let him 
move one step until he laid down a pro- 
gramme With a conservative policy by 
which these Slates could be kept together, 
aud this goverement upheld aud sustained. 

They thought differently, and they had 
a rigdt to think and act for themsel ves — 
and they did act — they separated and made 
n government of their own. Then the 
question came np, what shall be done? 
Even thr*a the attachment I had to the 
stars aud stripes, aud all the glory that 
clustered around thorn, was such I adher- 
ivd io the hope they would give us guar- 
aut es aud that ultimately— some time or 
other these Slates would come back, and 
again we would have a uuited people. But 
you sec how differently things have been 
carried on. 

I would like to present some further 
considerations connected with this matter, 
but these iliingB have been talked about 
enough, already. They are iu tho past. Wc 
must look at things as they actually exist, 
and act upon them as wise men, stateinen, 
patriots, and looking * o the good ol our 
common country. The eloquent letter of 
Mr. Ilolt, to which 1 have before 
alluded, abounding in glittering gen- 
eralities, forcible in some respects 
t»y the transposition of facts that give a 
meaning totally different from what the 
facts, if accurately stated, would convey to 
the mind, makes au appeal to the State of 
Kentucky, to join in the crusade against 
the Souib, and if not aid in subjugating 
them, assist in coercing them to come un- 
der iho standard of the stirs and strip ls. 
1I-. 6ajrt : 

“If called to press her soil (the soil of 
th : : 5011 th,) they will not ruffle a flower of 
her gardeus, nor a blade of grass of hor 
fields in urikiudnejs,” that “ their mission 
will be one of peace, unless wicked and 
blood-thirsty men shall uusheath the sword 
across their path.” 

Aud iu this connection ho proclaims that 
the Sou h has no right whatever to com- 
plain of the North, and that if thcr * is any 
ground for complaint, if the South will ev- 
er give the North a chance, it cau get every 
guarantee asked, for the eutire protection 
of the peculiar property which has given 
rise to this angry and bitter controversy. 

Now, my friends, allow me a few mo- 
ments to examine this subject. 1 he South 
in thn enjoyment of all their rights! Is 
there no cauv; for complaint? Fellow- 
citizen?, the South has four thousand mil- 
lioms of dollars in 6lavc property, aud the 
North bus not one cent. The South lias 
s.u income from that property of three 
hundred millions of dollars a >®ar. The 
North has indirectly a large Interest, but 
directly not a solitary ceut. Iu the North 
»i is 1 a. aliment; in the South it Uau affair 
of life or d i.h. The iu&.ituliou is incor- 
porate i with every fibre of the holy pol 
i*ic. When the Declaration of Iudcpeu- 
d nee wa6 prec aimed to the world on the 
ever memo' able Fourth of July, 1176, 
every State of the old thirteen held slaves. 
When tho Constitution cf th® United Slates 
was made, iu 1757, every State in ibis 
Uoioti held slaves except one, and that wa* 
Masftsqtiu et’s. That Constitution tolerated 
the African Have trade for tweuiy 
years, duriug which time the North 
brought Atricnu a lares here, sold 
them to the South, and received th 
money for them, binding slave labor 
was not profitable to lbem, they sold th* ir 
slaves South, aud coon thereafter Com- 
menced a sav&g® wav tare against slavery 
ki all of lcc StaLcs iu wbica it existed. — 
They made tins au objection to the ad- 
mission of Missouri as a member ol this 



Confederacy. They brought their doctrine 
into the 3<djool-house; they carried it iuto 
tbe puliar, it was mingled with their 
prayer ? ; ahoy made i a test of Church fel- 
iowship^bey introduced ikinto Lcgisla 
tive hall 4 and into the National Council 
and finally it culminated in the eUetbm ol 
a purely sectional candidate to the Presi- 
dency, on th* ground that all tbe Territo- 
ry should bt-loag exclusively to tbe North — 
that freedom was the uormal condition of 
each and every oue of them, and neither 
Congress n jr the people cf the Territories 
had a rVht to inlcrlerc and say that slave 
rv might go there or slaveholders mig^t 
t ake t ©‘^property there. I may not speak 
to ybu of the Fugitive Slave Law, and the 
passage of Persona! Liberty Bills. I need 
not tell you that ten millions of dollar* 
worth of property are Annually ftoleu from 
the etetiou to which we belong, and car- 
ried away by organized bauds from the 
North. 

I went honestly and sincerely to tbe 
Washington Peace Congress with a view of 
getting guarantees which I thought indie 
penwftwv necessary for our secutity and 
safety. 1 did not go there to quiet apprehen- 
sions that “existed to some extent” among 
a few me 11 who were wild and rabid; bat I 
went there, ns I thought, iu obedienee to 
the universal sentiment throughout the 
State of Kentucky; aud other men were 
sent there trom other 6lavc States of this 
Union, not to ask but to demand those 
euaramees and that construction of the 
Constitution which our fathers gave it at 
the time it was first made. [Cheers.] To 
show you. fellow citizens, tnat I am not 
exaggerating this thing or even giving it 
a tinge of color to which the facts in tbe 
case do not entitle it, I bee' you will 
excus ; me for a moment while 
1 read o you, not what I would say, which 
you 11 %ut take with some grains of al- 
k\'v ; . but what one of the most intense

Mr. M. then read: 

“If any one will compare the unques- 
tionable right of the owners of slaves, se- 
cured by the Federal Constitution, to have 
them delivered to them in the Suites to 
which they may escape, with what has oc 
curred during many past years with refer- 
ence to the fair and sincere enforcement of 
this right, iu^any Northern State where its 
enforcement ha» been attempted, — or with 
the average aggregate conduct of the whole 
North upon tke subject; he will be struck 
with astonishment, in proportion as he 
gets a complete idea of what the border 
.-lave States hav® suffered, aud of the de- 
moralized condition of opinion at tho 
Narth on th® whole subject, und of tn® 
utter wickedness of the organized robbery 
which has been systematically carried ou. 
Mark — the Constitution of the nation ex- 
pressly requires the rendition of slave® 
when "they esefipe. Then, observe, that 
along the border common to Ohio and 
Kentucky, slaves have been systematically 
enticed from their owners, by organized 
societies in Ohio, und carried ofl’ by ar- 
rangements so extensive, so complete* and 
so effectual, that along the entire border 
lietween thos® States, two or three conii- 
nes deep, slavery is totally insecure iu 
Kentucky. Aloug the frontier of all the 
other border slave States, a similar system 
al organized plunder has beeu in active 
operation. To what extent the system 
penetrates the interior regions of the slave 
States, it is difficult to say; but it is known 
that emissaries Irom the North have syste- 
matically pervaded the entire South, in 
every imaginable disguise, schoolmaster, 
pedler, agent, quack, preacher, labourer— 
everything— making kuown to the slaves 
the routes and methods of escape, end In- 
stilling into their miud3 principles that re- 
sult iu house-burning, poisoning, murder, 
aud rape, if escape is impossible. What 
success has attended these diabolical pro- 
ceedings, with regard to the whole number 
of slaves *toleo, wc have no better means 
of knowing than the published statement 
of journals that advocate the robbery: and 
alter allowing for much boosting on their 
pail, prompted by very obvious reasons, 
the number can hardly be set lower than 
a yearly average of tcu thousand slaves— 
worth little short of ten millions of dol- 
lars — for some years past. Nor must it he 
begot ton, that although large sums of 
money are contributed by fanatics 
throughout the North, to the yearly sup- 
port ot these operations, yet the immedi- 
ate agents of tho work make It very profi- 
table. We, uud many hundred persons, 
have personal knowledge of a case which 
occurred a lew years ago in Kuntncky, iu 
which betweeu fifty aud sixty uegto men 
were attempted to be run oil' at one time, 
.'miu Luxioeftop and surrounding region; 
inSifiiicVtiie fe’e of the white wrgai »i**r 
aiia leader ol the company varied accor- 
ding to the success of the negroes in steal- 
ing, from twenty -five to one huudred aud 
flfu dollars, each. Io that case the party 
was surprised when near tbe Ohio River, 
and the slaves recovered; aud the white 
man is now iu the Kentucky Penitentiary 
— instead of being lynched, as he would 
have been auy where but iu one of the 
finest communities in the world. Now 
Jec it be further observed, that this state 
of horrible perfld\ , though notorious at 
the North, instead of awaking the univer- 
sal horror of the community, Cuds the 
fundamental principles which underlie it, 
gradually penetrating iu all directions; 
widely iutluential journals advocating 
them; supporters of them sitting in many 
State Legislatures, aud in both Houses of 
Congress political parlies impregnated 
with them; the laws of many States chang- 
ed so as to give th«m security; the 
current literature deeply imbued with 
them; and to crown all, the ministers of 
religiou, to the extent almost of whole 
sects and denominations, making them 
the chief themes of their instruction from 
the pulpit.” 

Aud yet we are told in Mr. Holt’s letter, 
written f®r the purpose of persuading the 
people of Kentucky they are suffering no 
grievances at all, and they arc in the es- 
joyoieut of all their rights under the Con- 
stitution; that they should take up arms 
with those persons who have robbed u* 
and whip iu our br«threu of th* South, in 
order ourselves, to become the subjects of 
Northern masters afterwards, [voices, 
never,” “never.]’* 



I do not speak thus for th® pirpose of 
exciting you, bat to call to your calm 
deliberation the existence of a fact 
which seems to have beeu forgotten in 
the more absorbing events which have 
since transpired, and which have hidden 
and covered up the ibings which were ab- 
solutely necessary to the existence of our 
safely and security. [Cheers ] 

Now, I a*k you where has been the man- 
ifestation North of any disposition to give 
us guarantees? Mr. Holt says the Black 
Republican Congress passed an amend- 
ment of tbe Constitution to be submitted 
to tbe Slates, saying slavery shall never 
be interfered with. But Legislatures of 
Northern States could meet for tho purpose 
of giving million* of dollars to snbj agate 
the South. Tuey could meet lor the pur- 
pose of raising regiment after regiment. — 
They could raise^ oue hundred thousand 
men in one State. But not one w r ord 
slid, when they meet for such purposes, 
about giving us that guarantee which they 
passed for th® purpose of appeasing the 
discouteut in the Border State*. They re- 
fused to pass it. The}' ignored it. ‘They 
uow pul up the plea that they would 
give us these guarantees bat there 
are sot enough States in the 
Union to get a Constitutional majoriiy 
to pass them. You must help to whip 
them back into the Union in order to get 
Stales enough so they can give them the 
guarantees they asked. [Laughter aus ap- 
plause.] Iust«ad,mj friends, of giving the 
guarantee* to which we were justly enti- 
tled, what has been th® course of this Ad- 
ministration ? We asked for guarantees, 
ht States— and allow me to say here 
that in a more fervent appeal than ever 1 
offered to mortal man, I implored Abraham 
Lincoln, in the presence of James Guthrie, 
of Messrs. Rives and Sommers, of Virgin- 
ia. and Col. Donovan, of Missouri, und be- 
fore he was installed President of the Uni- 
ted States, to withdraw the troops from 
Fort Sumter, in order to prevent the possi- 
bility of any collision. In addition to 
mvself, Mr. Rives, of Virginia, pictured 
to him the terrible results o» s e >crcive 
policy. In reply to all of which ht- lightly 
remarked, “Well, Mr. Rives, if Virgiula 
will stay iu the Union, I will withdraw the 
troops from Fort Sumter.” How has 
he done it? Mr. Holt suys that 
without the slightest provocation upon 
earth, in order to draw out the border 
Slates, in order to excite their sympathy 
these seven Seceded States took Foil 
Sumter. Tbev bombarded it for tw j hours, 
acc )rding to him, without receiving asiu 
tic shot in return; and » r heo they tired the 
nuildiugs iuside, instead of ceasing they 
increased the bombardmsflt, fearing thn 
if blood was not sbed they could not ac- 
complish tbeir object ; that blood was n 
cssary to *eal the revolution and to drive 
the border States out of the Uuion. I do 
110 I intend to misrepresent him, and if you 
wiil excuse me I will qao;e his own words: 
“For more than a m>uth after iho inau- 
guration of President Lincoln, the mani- 
festation seemed unequivocal viat his ad- 
minis tra iou would ®«ek a peaceful solu- 
tion of our unhappy political iroubios, and 
would look to lime and amendments to 
the Federal Constitution' adopted in ac- 
cordance with its provision*, to bring back 
tbe revolted ckatos to their ailegisuce. bo 
marked was the cfftcl of these manifesta- 
tions in trauquilizing the Border Slate, and 



in reassuring tbeir loyalty, that the con- 
spirators, who bad set* this revolution on 
foot took the alarm. While affecting to 
despise these Sftrtes a* not «uffi -le stly in- 
tensified in tbeir devotion to A ricau ser- 
vitude, they well knew i hey could never 
succeed in their treasonable enterprizo 
without their support. Hence it wus re- 
solve l to precipitate a collision of arm* 
with the Federal authorities, in the hope 
that under the panic and exasperation in- 
cident to the commencement of civil war, 
the 13 >rder 6ut*s, following their natural 
sympathies, would array themselves 
against th® Government. Fort Snrnter, 
occupied by a feeblo garrison, aud girdled 
bv powerful, if not impregnable batteries, 
afforded convenient means for accomplish- 
ing their purpose, and for testing also 
their favorite tbe®ry, that blood w is need- 
ed to cement the new confederacy. Its 
provisions w ere exhausted, and the request 
made by the President, in the interest of 
peacs and humauity, for the privilege of 
replenishing its stores, had been refused. 

The Confederate authorities were aware, 
for the gallant commander of the Fort hail 
so declared to them, that in two days a 
capitulation from starvation must take 
place. A peaceful surrender, however, 
would not have subserved their aims. 
They soueht the clash of arms and tho ef- 
fusion of blood a* an instrumentabty for 
impressing the Bord r States, and they 
sought the humiliation ofths Government 
and tho dishonor ef the flag as a means of 
giving prestige to their own cause. The 
result is known. Without the slightest 
provocation, a heavy ennnonade wes open- 
ed upon the Fort, and borne by its help- 
le^«garrisou for hours without reply.” 
Now, I desire to make you a brief and 
candid statement supported by the facts as 
they exist upon record, in relation to this 
matter. I do not think there is one word 
which is lairly stated iu the extract f have 
rcftdVou You remember Lincoln was in- 
augurated on the 4th of Marcti. Ou the 
5th ol March the Confederated Govern- 
ment sent its Commissioners to th® 
city of Washington, with full authority 
to *make peace and prevent the effusion of 
blood upon any terms that were honora- 
ble to both sections. They had an infor- 
mal interview through an intermediary, 
Judge Campbell, with Mr. Seward, Sec- 
retary of Stat®, and their letter was 

S ) resen ted on the 12th of March, 
ludge Campbell reported that indications 
were manifested of a peaceable adjust- 
ment. Telegraphic dispatches were sent 
her® announcing that the troops would be 
withdrawn from Fort Sumter, aud received 
with high gratification by the people. Mr. 
Holt bays that for one entire month it 
6eemed to be the purpose of the Adminis- 
tration to withdraw those troops and rely 
upon a peaceable solution of the difficul- 
ties iu which we wer® involved; und the 
effect of tbe policy was so apparent upon 
the Border States that these people in 
South Carolina precipitated the attack up- 
on Fort Sumter, instead of waiting a few 
more days for ii* evacuation. This letter 
of the commissioners, as I have said, was 
written oa the 12th of March. Judge 
Campbell, than whom a more honorable 
man does not live, states that every in- 
ducement was held out to him for these 
commissioners to remain; and they did re 
main until it was ascertained, about the 
first of April, that an immense armament 
was prepared at New York to go South. 
These skips started ou the 5 ill. 6th, 
and 7th of April from New York and 
other Northern Dorts to go down to Fort 
Sam'er. It h id b=rea agree 1 apoa the part 
of the Commissioners, and Mr. SewarJ 
through Judge Campbell, that if there 
should be a commeneemeut of hostilities 
during the pendeucy of communications, 
the Commissioners should be apprined of 
it. Instead of apprising the Commission- 
ers of the fact, the Administration sent a 
special messenger to tbc Governor of 
South Carolina, aud on the 8th of April, 
late iu tho afternoon, the Governor of 
South Carolina was informed of the fact 
that they iutended to succor Fort Sumter. 
The menage was: “W® intend to carry in 
provisions peaceably if we caa, but ir we 
cannot do it peaeeably, we will carry it in 
by force.” In tbe natural course o; tilings, 
those vessels ought to hav® been there 0:1 
that evening, but a storm came up, and 
they were kept in the offiog. They did 
not gel there qnite so soon as they antici- 
pated. That gave time for the authorities 
to correspond with the Government at 
Montgomery, and they delayed and post- 
poned auy attack, and finally, before any 
attac k wa* made, a proposition was sent 
to Maj ir Anderson calculated to prevent 
the effusion of blood. President Dav s 
sav*: “Even, then, under all the provocation 
incident to tho contemptuous refusal to 
listen to our Commissioners and the tor- 
tuous course of the Government of the Uni- 
ted States, l was sincertly anxious to avoid 
tu® eifttsiou of blood, an-l dlreoi/ift a pro- 
posal to be made to tne commander of Fort 
Sumter, who had avowed him sell to be 
nearly out of provisions, that we would 
abstain from directing our tire on Fort 
Sumter if ho would promise not to open 
tire on our forces, unless first attacked. 
This proposal Was refu3ed,aud the conclu- 
sion was reached that the design of the 
United States was to place, the beseigiug 
forc»i at Charleston betw een the simuliauc- 
ous fire of th® fleet aud the fo t. There 
remained, therefore, northern dive but to 
direct that the fort should be at once re- 
duced.” 

The Southern States, through their re- 
cognized organ, proposed, instead ot pre- 
cipitating the attack, a peaceable policy. 
You have sc®u it in the telegraphic reports. 
Th® proposal was refused, it beiug the de- 
sign of Anderson to place tho beseigiug 
force of the South under the simultaneous 
fire of theffirtaud fleet. Th® vessels were 
outside th® harbor, aud the question with 
the Southern troops was whether they 
should wait uutil these vessels came in 
a »d receive th® fire from both. They 
ohooso not to do it. [Cheers ] Which, I 
ask, brought it on? Are not Lincoln and 
Seward and tbe while of that 
miserable cabal responsible for it ? 
Did not these men, after falsifying their 
ord that they would withdraw their 
troops, and holding out the idea of with- 
drawing the troop* for a whole month, ac- 
cording to Mr. Holt, precipitate tke con- 
flict? [Cheers.] Aud then they hav® the 
impudeuce to proclaim, through Mr. Holt, 
to the people of Keutucky, that the whole 
affair was brought ou by the people of 
South Carolina for the purpose of drawing 
out the Border Slave States. [Great ap- 
plause.] Why did he not withdraw the 
troops ? 

The Administration saw its party was to 
be divided. They received letters from the 
radical wing, saying that a mild policy 
would split the party in twain; and then 
guided by the low cunning which has been 
iccnliarly characteristic of Seward all his 
ife, they resolved to bring on a coll sion 
in order to unite the North, and they have 
succeeded. They were willing, in order 
to save a party, to destroy a great nation. 
[Cheers ] 

Well, follow-citizens, Mr. Holt goes on 
a liltl® further aud says: “In the midst of 
th® most active and extensive w&rllk® pre- 
parations In the South, the announcement 
was made by the Secretary of War of the 
seceded SLates, and echoed with taunts 
and insolent bravadoes by the Southern 
pres*, that Washington City was to be in- 
vaded and captured, and that the flag of 
the Confederate States would soon float 
over the doui® of tie Capitol. Soon 
thereafter, there followed an invitation to 
all tho world, embraciug, necessarily, th® 
outcasts and desperadoes of every sea— to 
accept letters ot marque and reprisal, to 
prey upon the rich and unproteeiei 
commerce of the United States. 
In view of these events and threaten- 
iuga, what w*as the duty of the Chief Mag- 
istrate of the Republic.” He answers his 
own question: “That with heroic fidelity 
to his Constitutional obligations, he threw 
himself ou the loyalty of his country,” 
and issued his proclamation for war. 

Tho zeal of the Hon. Ex-Secretary has 
here brought forward some si range rea- 
sons for the war policy of Mr. Lincoln. 
Tnc announcement, us he chooses to call 
it, of the Secretary ot War of the Seceded 
Stat as, was made in a speech delivered on 
the 12ih of April, after tbe naval armament 
btuUicen sent Irom New York to sucor 
Fort Sumter. In a few days afterw ards Mr. 
Stephens, in a speech he made, disavowed 
any sue intention. Tbe peaceable dispo- 
sition of the seceded States wa* clearly, 
distiuctly, and emphatically avowed by the 
commissioners sent to Washington to set 
ils all difficulties. Tbe War Proclamation 
of Mr. Lincoln was issued on the 15th of 
April, aud had been the subject of a Cabinet 
deliberation and outside consultation, as 
all know, especially with Senator Douglas, 
before the Pith of April. Yet this is re- 
lied on as one of the reasons lor this proe 
lamation. The other reason, the iuvitution 
to privateers, is etillmoro remarkable. The 
Confederate Congress did not meet uutil 
the 2&lli of April, and there was no law 
uuihorismg privateers, uotilalter that date, 
and the gentleman must hav® alluded to 
mere newspaper threats, that such policy 
would be adopted. Yetbe place® the actual 
invitation to privateers as one cause cf the 
heroic conduct of the President in issueing 
the proclamation. 

He (Mr. Holt) dwells much upon the 
seizure of the property of the United 
S ates. Now, fellow citizen*, when South 
Carolina seceded, (which action I condemn 
us much as any man,) Major Anderson 
was iu Fort Moultrie. That® was an iu 
formal uu tiers aiming bi*t wee.u President 
Buchanan and Bourn Carolina that U®re 
sLould be no change in the status 
»*f the p: rt e$. Yet, in the dead hour o' 
night, cannon are spiked, and Audersoa 



moves out of fort Moultrie and takes his po- 
sitionin an impregnable fort, from which 
be can shell ever)' house in the city. !I« 
g^»es there in defiance of the authorities 
of South Carolina, and in violation of the 
understanding uud agreement between 
Buchanan and the Governor of South 
Carolina. 1 do not complaiu of it 
as a ftrategetic movement; every 
body gave him credit tor it oa 
this ground. We will suppose South Caro- 
lina placed in a poll non which afforded 
sufficient protection to ill® live her peo- 
ple. “Anderson has spiked the cannon it 
was understood be was to keep ; he has 
evacuated the fort aud inken up a position -Hhere 
in another fort aud brought his cannon to 
bear on our homes. He has already violated 
oue agreement. A dispatch is‘ 6eDt to , 

Anderson asking him not to fire npon u* | now bring, t 
until we fire on him. He refuses to ac- q wared. . [cheer. 4 .. j 
cede to the request. The ships of the ene- 
my are coming up the harbor ladcnod with 
soldiers and inanitions of war. A short 
delay will place us in tbeir power. Shall 
we not fire in d«fens® of ourselves aud 
homes?” if I bad been a South Carolinian 
I would have fired Id defense. [Trtinen- 
dons applause.] 

By this whole movement upou the part 
of Lincoln, by bis failure to do what 
he had promised, by bis open vio- 
ation of hi3 Constitutional obligations 
and litter disregard for all th® ob- 
ligations even of a private citizen; 
by a course of policy that has brought tho 
country into almost irretrivable ruin, Mr. 

Holt « ays, in effect, that he lias made him- 
self superior to “tbc Father of hi* Coun- 
try.” [Cheers and laughter ] Listen to

I hare 
looked on it as the palladium of onr liber- 
ties. 1 have gloried iu its stars and s rip-.r, 
and I have gazed upon the magnificent do 
main extending Irom the Atlantic to the 
laeific, liuui the Gulf of Mexico to tbu 
Ir. zen regions of tbe North, presenting in 
Its area every Tarlciy of climate, soil t and I 
have le.lt a proud, exultation springing up in 
my heart, that this was ruy own.niy native 
land. [Applause.] But what is the ques- 
tion now? These States have gone out Do 
you believe they cau be whipped into obe- 
dience? [Voices, “never.”] I have been 
I have seen th-jr determined, un- 
alterable, unwavering purpose to do or die 
in tbe cause in which iliey are embarked. 
[Enthusiastic applause.] As sure as yon 
never tau be coo- 
. Aud, ieliotv-eitizens, 
thev ought not to be conquered. [Comm- 
ut'd cbe. ring.] TLis is the platform npon 
which i was ejected u member of the Bor- 
der Slave State Convention. If the pur- 
pose of Mr. Lincoln was ascertained to be 
the subjugation of the South, Keutuekv 
should unshenth the sword and uuite her 
destisy with her breihreu of the South. 
[Cheers.] 

My friends, the question Is not Union or 
disunion If that was the question, all my 
heart, every sympathy, every emotion of 
my nature, would rise up at ouee lu favor 
of the Union. It is not the question. The 
questiou is, iu the present state of case, 
are you going to conquer, subjugate, and 



wuat he says. 1 want you to say it Abra- 
ham Lincolu is to be compared with the 
glorious Washington, a name wherever 
heard by frsemen will be reverenced »ud 
worshipped forever. [Voices, “No, no,” 
and applause.] 

He quotes from one of Cicero’s orations 
•g dual Cauljuc where he speaks of the 
credit due to hiinfdlf for having Vn-r-n-;-*--*. 
his conspiracy in which he says,” if the 
glory of him w ho founded Home was great, 
how much greater should be that of him 
who had saved it from overthrow after it 
had grown to be mistress of the world.” 
Aud so he coatends if the glory of Wash- 
ington was great (aud this is true only in 
inference) for having founded this Govern- 
m*n', how much greater will be the 
glory of Abraham Liucoln after subduing 
the South. [Laughter aud cheers.] 

But, follow citizens, Mr. ilolt aeems to 
think that the vigorous measures of Mr. 
Lineolu may appear to bo open to criti- 
cism “in some of their details, to those 
who hava yet to learn that not only has 
war like ptace. its laws, but has also its 
privileges and duties;" and he adds, “what- 
ever of severity or even of irregularity 
may have arisen, will tied its justilicatlon 
in the pressure of the tumble necessity 
under which the Administration has bseu 
called to act.” 

I eonfe-s that I hava yet to learn that 
our Constitution leads differently in time 
ol war from what it docs iu peace, or tba 
war has auy privilege* or duties prohibited 
by that sacred instrument. The plea of 
necessity is the tyrant’s plea whenever aud 
wherever human liberty has b«en trodden 
under foot. 

Let us see whether or not Mr. Liucolu 
has acted according to the laws he lias 
sworn he would carry out, according to 
thn Constitution lio bound hlrns; If in tho 
sight of heaven to defend and proteet. lie 
had the right uuder the law, perhaps— a 
matter of doubt with some — to call out tbo 
militia to suppress combi nations too pow- 
erfnl to be put dowu by the ordinary 
judicial proceedings. ' When I ad- 
mit that, I admit tho fullest 
extent aud the largest degree of power he 
had, u .der lha Constitution of tho United 
St.ites, to act in the premises. Yet he sails 
out troops tor three years without author- 
ity of law. He crl Is out regiments to bo 
added to the regular army without authori- 
ty of a.v. lie make.. Major Generals, Brig- 
adier Generals, Colonels and Maj ars iu the 
regular service, without the authority of 
law. He calls out taro hundred ami fifty 
thousand men without authority of law, 
and lu plain, paipable, opcu violation ol 
the Constitution. Why. iny friends, in 
reading those hooks ol history which it 
was necessary I should read as a prepara- 
tion for my profession, I tiud that Charles 
I. claimed the right to raise troops as an 
IncUlcut to bis pjwer to declare war, aud 
without th" authority of Parliament he 
raised iivo thousand men. For this, arid 
other assumptions of despotic power, he 
lost his head. James the if. claimed the 
same power and raised thirty thousand 
soldiers. Hi was driven from the throne 
of England in the great revolution of 163d, 
aud his son-iu law, William of Orange, 
iuvited to take his piece, but a bill of 
rights was exacted, one article of which 
r that Parliament alone should have 
the power to raise »sitsu!~e..» 

That provision iu the Eoglish bill of rights 
is now a pnrtof our organic jaw, the Consti- 
tution of the United States, ye: in violation 
of this plain and palpable provision of tbe 
Constitution Mr. Liucolu has gone on and 
raised armies, made officers and supported 
tbem, and made provisious for a three 
years’ war, when Congress itself can make 
uo appropriation for a period jougar than 
two years at ous time, lie Las dona all 
this, aDd Mr. Holt suys it is, “oue of tue 
privileges of war.” [Laughter aud cheers.] 
Yet tor such “privil ges” many a tyrant’s 
head has rolled at, the feet ofsn indignant 
people. [C beers. 1 

But he lias gone further ibau that. lie 
has blockaded the ports of ihe United 
States. Where in the name of Liberty, I 
ask, does he derive his authority to do 
that. When it was rumared that jaeksou 
Intended to blockade Charleston, dir. 
Webster said be opposed it iu advance. 
General Jackson ought to be resisted; and 
by tbe potency of bis name and tbe influ 
once he exerted in the United States, Gen. 
Jackson made no such attempt, aud waited 
until Congress mst and passed tho Force 
Bill, which was limited to two years. 
[Cheers.] 

He ba» not only interfered with tbe com- 
merce betweeu the loyal States themselves, 
but with the commerce between the ditfer- 
eut pons of the same State; and now he 
threatens to come here and blockade this 
railroad. He may as Well try to stop wag- 
ons that go out of Louisville with provis- 
ions. [Enthusiastic applause ] He in- 
tsrlerea with the Postofllee. A 
gentleman has a letter sent to him 
with nine thousand dollars lu it, with 
the sump of the United States upon 
it. The Postmaster refuses to deliver 
it. I do not blame him, as be was acting 
under instructions. That letter is eeut ou 
to the dead letter office, although the gen- 
tleman to whom it was addressed here of- 
fered to put any number of United States 
stamps upon it. But all these outrages, 
Mr. Holt considers privileges attaching to 
tbu 6tatc of war that Lincoln lias, without 
authority of CoDgress, brought upon the 
country. 

But, fellow-citizens, a little furtlior. The 
Constitution says Congress may piss laws 
to authorize the President to put down in 
surrections and combinations too power- 
ful tube put down by judicial proceedings; 
but the militia, is to do it. Disregarding 
the idea of a militia, he raises a regular 
army, and in violation of th* provisions 
which says they must lie called lor 
by the State authority, he plaees his 
army in St. Louis for the purpose of over- 
powering the people of that Slate [A 
voice— “Missouri is all light ; she will come 
out yet,” and cheers for Missouri.] Do 
you suppose we would submit to the send- 
ing of "troops here lu violation of the Con- 
stitution — submit to having troops intro- 
duced here in our midst to overawe, and 
subdue tbe proud and free spirit of Ken- 
tucky ? [Voices — “sever,” "never,” “nev- 
er,” aud immense cheering ] 

out, fellow-citizens, lie has gone yet 
further iu his overthrow of the great bul- 
wark of American liberty. He has in bis 
person undertaken to suspend that writ 
which is called the Second Magna Charter 
of Eogli-h liberty, to suspend the habeas 
corpus, with which the liberty of every eit- 
zen of the United Stales is indissolubly 
iuierlwiucd. 

Look at his course in Maryland. He upon 
his own voluntary will su-pendtbatwrit. 
The Chiet Justice of the United states is- 
sues his writ to bring the individual held 
in custody before him. The answer is that 
< tie writ is suspended by the President. 
Bach at least is the effect of the answer. Its 
mandate is disobeyed by tbe authority of 
Mr. Lincoln. The Chief Justice of the Uni- 
ted Slates refers to the Constitution which 
is explicit on the subject. Mr. Lincoln In 
defliuce of the oath he has taken to sup- 
port the Constitution uay6 he wiil suspend 
tho writ, and Mr. Hull says it is “oue ofth.- 
privileges of war ” [Cneers.j I eauuol 
be made a convert I# any doctrine of that 
kind. Why, 1 remember vary well I hat 
that great writ was among the principles 
of liberty extorted Irom King John by the 
barous of England. 

In th<- third yeir ofthereign of Charl-sl, 
tbe petition of right was ; -rs sr d , but the 
judgoiheld that it did not apply to a cut* 
wi e e the imprhouiuent was by ordered 
ihe King. Io me sixteenth year of his leigu 
this »«- repealed, aud it Was further pro- 
vided, under the penalty of £000 tuac uo 
man should be removed beyond the juris; 
diction of the Court. But delays in the 
execution of the writ still left the liberty of 
tbs citizen in some degreo unprotected 
wliou the act of 31*(, Charles I, was passed, 
which has uot inappropriately been called 
the eeeoud Magna Cuai ter of English lib 
ertv. We have incorporated this bulwark 
ot dberir in our Constitution; yet ibis Is 
disregarded, aud persous are taken in 
the city of Baltimore, uud for tear they 
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bring them back by wilippiug them iuto 
this Union, and make them partners with 
haughty masters in an unwilling Uniwn ? — 
(Voices, “No, never!”) Let uie tell vou, 
in the language of Senator Douglas before 
his Indianapolis speech, “ Waris disunion; 
war is a dual aud et -rn.il separation; aud 
the man who is for prosecuilug this war, 
though he may have Uuion iu his heart, is 
a disuniouist.” [Applause.] 

When I was in Congress declaiming 
-against the passage of the Wilinot Proviso, 
i said to the' ASoLlioakfls of the North, 
when they acok^ofcl is union and ridiculed 
tbs idea, “How dafe~ybn mfc that wav 
when you are doing more than all other 
men to bring us to the very verge of that 
dreadful calamity. Y'ou are the real die- 
uuionists.” Y’es, my frienns, they who arc 
for prosecuting this war are the real dis- 
unionists. They arc for making a Dual 
aud everlasting separation between the 
North aud the South; are for making a 
wide gull between tbe two sections which 
can never be bridged hereafter. 

If the North is spending more than a 
milliou of dollars a day to carry ou this 
war. IIow has it affected us? All busi- 
ness and every branch of industry Is pros- 
trated. You hav* no other trade than with 
the Sou .h. You make your steam en- 
gines hare, aid they are carried South. 
Y ou do not sell one of them to 
the North. The South is the market 
for the mules that are raised in Kentucky, 
aud from hem s all our pork aud bread- 
stuffs go. Are you for subjugating your 
customers, to siy uotliimfsof yoor breth- 
ren, iu the Sou b? Wheu they have over- 
run the South— when they hav* desolated 
the laud — hut uot conquered its people — 
no, tliuy cau never do that— [cheers]— then 
1 sappose, iu the opinion ol Mr. Holt, Mr. 
Lincoln will bo “a grcaicr man than this 
Father of his Country.” [Cheers and ap- 
plause.] I believe it is the true polioy of 
the country to withdraw ail troops irom 
Southern soil. I would not giro one dol- 
lar, ill were in Congress, io prosecute this 
war. [Applaure 1 i would uot give one 
mail to go into the South to tread down 
their rights, and what they conceive to be 
tbeir liberty, and to crush oat the proud 
spirit of as uobla a race of people as live 
upou tho face of the earth, [Cheers.] If 
I could bring Ibis Union baek I o what it 
was— I do not profess to have more 
bravery than is common to nil Ken- 
tuckians; perhaps I have not * . j 
averjgo amount of it, hut I would willing- 
ly lay dowu my life aud I t my head rail 
Irom my shoulders on this platfoim, to 
Imre (he Uuion, as oor lathers made it, 
with the iraieroal foeliugs tksu existing. 
[Applause.] That is not Ilc question, how- 
ever. The question is ou* of eoerc.ou or 
oubjugatiou. Ths question is one of snb- 
duiug the people ol the South — th - quea- 
tiou is oue of trampling ou the lights and 
privileges offreeyicii, of overiuuiiLg the 
country, devastating the laud, aud bring- 
ing on u happy aud prosperous people 
all tbo horrors of civil wur, and 
iu the aud, to “proclaim liberty to ihe 
captive,” in the language ot Mr. Seward 
and according to the theory which hs drew 
from John yumey Adams, toin.ke a Black 
Kepublicof ihe houth. 1 do not waut that 
conulry cinque od and ruiued, aud to bo 
made ihT subject of a cruel dospotism. 
[Applause.] Let us say to the people of 
the North, poislug ourutlees upou the 
broad plinth pics of n*uirolily, “you are 
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by 8o.Uu Carolina. There is, at least, a 
mailer of doubt about it. Sec if this mat 
ter cannot bo settled iu a reasonable 
way. Kentucky stands ia the position of a 
mediator now, but if you are determined 
to rum and sqjugate the South, hi the lan- 
guage ofths platform upou which I stand, 
Kentucky oaght to uusheaah the sword 
and throw away the scabbard.” [Coutinu- 
i-o aad cutbuslastic applause. J

Mr. Mallory is for Men and Money 

Wo invite particular attention to 
communication which we print this morn 
ing giving Mr. Mai-lobi’s aDBwers, in his 
own words, to some interrogatories reia 
tive to tho issue s before the people of this 
district and the country. 

7, wilt !>. o oca th..t Mi. MALLORY ignores 
the solemn, formal acts of ten millions of 
fraemcn in the eleven seceded States — that 
he regards their declarations of indepen 
donee, to which their lives, their fortunes, 
and their sacred honor are pledged as so 
much waste paper — that he considers Vir 
giuia, Tennessee, Louisiana and the other 
States of the Southern CQufederacy as 
members yet of the old Union— and that 
he regards Mr. Lixcoln as still the Presi- 
dent of the States and thepeople who liuv 
chosen General Davis as the Chief-Execu 
live officer of their Government. 

Had ho lived in England, he would not 
havs recognized the Independence of the 
United States of America — he would have 
continued to claim them as English prov 
inces — he would havo continued the wsr 
against the colonies for twice seven years 
for tho defense of the British Crown! 

As it is, ignoring that solemn declar- 
ation of our own Stale Corstltu 
tion — “ That all power is inherent 
in the poople, and all free Government 
are founded on their authority, and insti 
tuted for their peace, safety, happiness, 
security, and the protection of properly. 
For the advancement of these ends, they 
have, at all times, an inalienablo and iude 
feasible right to alter, reform, or abolish 
their Government, in such manner as they 
may think proper” — ignoring this solemn 
declaration, common to the Constitutions 
of all the States, he defies to the people 
of Virginia, North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Alabama, Georgia, Florida, Mississippi 
Louisiana, Texas, Arkansas, and Tennessee 
a right which it is affirmed is “alienable 
and indefeasible,” and insists on treating 
them as rebels and traitors, for such they 
are if Lincoln is yet their rightful Presi 
dent. Ignoring the fact of tire separation 
of the States, he virtually affirms that it i 
the duty of the President to extend the 
jurisdiction of the United 8tatcs over the 
Confederate States, to retake the forts odcI 
public property in their limits, to execute 
the laws of the Government at Washing* 
toil in them, and to treat as rebels those 
who claim the right of a free peoplo to 
govern themselves. 

This is Mr. Mai. hour's position; an 
whatever may be said for or against the 
Constitutional righf of secession, what 
ever lnav I>e *ais e*. f. ngt.Ti j.. .be propri 

etv of the course of the Confederate States, 
we take it for granted the public will see 
that a man who is incapable ol recogniz- 
ing and acknowledging a fact of the mag 
nitude of this one of the division of the 
Union, who is so impracticable as to ad 
here to theories which havo been swept 
away by stern realities, is so stricken with 
judicial blindndss as to be an unsafe ropre 
seutative of great interests in any body or 
before any tribunal on earth. 

But Mr. Mai-lohy carries tho assumption 
that the Union is yet intact to its logical 
consequence, and boldly avows that this 
war is one of defense, and that he would 
vote men and money to carry it on! 

It was once said, that French statesmen 
would convince their victims, If they could 
only get a hearing, that their Government 
had taken towns and conquered provinces 
in self-defense; hat Mr. Mallouv has un- 
dertaken a task of greeter magnitude in 
attempting to convince the intelligent peo- 
ple of this District, that Lmcor-x has vio- 
lated the Constitution, usurped powers de 
nied to him in that iustrument, invaded' 
the sovereignty of States and tho rights of 
person and property, set at defiance the 
laws and logul tribunals of the land, armed 
two hundrcl thousand men, blockaded 
forts, illegally interfered with domestic 
trad;, and invaded Virginia in defonse of 
the Government and the capitol ! 

Mr. Mai-lorv knows that Lincoln 
usurped a power delegated-only to the Con- 
gress in declaring the war; he knows that 
almost every step taken In its prosocutiou 
has been over an outraged Constitution 
and brokou laws; he knows that in fact the 
Administration has wholly subverted the 
Government, and established In its stead 
a despotism unknown to tho Constitu- 
tion, and a thousand times worse than 
that against which our for efathers took up 
arm?; and he knows, moreover, that not 
one single man of respectability, iu the 
North er in the South, has had the audaci- 
ty to maintain that these things are untrue, 
to attempt to justify the legality or consti. 
tutionallty of Mr. Lincoln’s acts ! Not 
oue man lias attempted this, Mr. Malloky 
himself has admitted that they oro not 
warranted in the Constitution or by the 
aws; and yet he pretends to believe lhat a 
war so commenced and 60 conducted is a 
war of defense of the Government! 

Is it possible that Mr. Mallouv is so 
credulous? Is it possible that he believes 
the Government can be defended only by 
entirely subverting and destroying it? He 
may be in earnest, but he cannot convince 
the public of his sincerity. If he is in 
earnest, he is not a tit man to represent an 
intelligent people in the Congress; if he is 
not in earnest, he is uuwortby to represent 
them. 

But Mr. Mallort thinks this is a war 
for the defense of the Government and 
the Capitol. 

When was the Capitol in danger? When 
was it menaced? Not before Lincoln's 
proclamation— not before Lincoln de- 
clared war; and consequently tire protec- 
tion of tire Capitol is not ouc of the ob- 
jects of the war. If the Capitol should 
f .11 iuto the bauds of tho Southern Con- 
federacy, it will only ire in consequence of 
the necessity o' driving the Invaders « f 
Virginia from the border of that Stater 
and this Mr. Mallort knows? 

The truth is, that driven to the wall by 
his Lincoln procliv ties, determined to 
support the Administration in a coarse 
which he knows is indefensible, he has 
boldly and impudently attempted to justify 
his position upon grounds which arc ah 
sard, at variance with tho recorded tacts, 
tncl of course untenable. 

In the declaration of war, Mr. Ltnolnc 
stated tho objects of the war; and in that 
proclamation, Mr. Mallorv Is well aware 
there is no reference to a defense of either 



the Government or the Capitol — the ob- 
ject of the war was stated by Mr. Lincoln 
to be, “to suppress the combinations" iu 
the seceded States, and to cause tho laws 
of the United States to be executed in 
them. 

Of this proclamation declnringwar, call- 
ing into the field a vast army, and setting 
forth the objects of this extraordinary step, 
the Louisville Journal of the 15th of April, 
said: 

Since writing the paragraphs above, the 
telegraphic report ol the President's proc- 
lamation has reached ns. W e arc struck 
with mingled amazement and indignation. 
The policy announced in the proclamation 
deserves the unqalified condemnation of 
every American citizen. It is unworthy 
not merely of a statesman but of a malt. 
It is a policy utterly hair-brained aud rum- 
our. If Mr. Lincoln contemplated this 
policy in the inaugural address, he is a 
Guilty dissembler; if he has conceived it 
under the excitement raised by the seizure 
of Fort Sumter, he i» a guilty hotspur. Iu 
either esse, he is miserably uufit foithe ex- 
alted position in which the enemies of the 
country have placed him. Let the people 
instantly lake him and his Administration 
into their own hands if they would rescue 
the laml from bloodshed aud the Union 
from sudden and irretrievable destruction. 

In support of the policy of that procla- 
mation, in support of the war so inaugura- 
ted, in support of measures which the 
Journal said would “involve the land in 
bloodshed” and the Union in “sudden and 
irretrievable destruction,” Mr. Mallory, 
if elected, will vote and act. lie will vote 
men and money. lie will continue a use- 
less and suicidal struggle at a cost of ?:;00,- 
000,000 a year. And he expressly says 
that all tho States, Kentucky among them, 
must help pay these enormous expenses. 
The share of this State alone will not be 
less than f 15,000,000 a year; and this he 
say3 she ought to pay. 

Fellow-citizens, this is a grave matter 
It is, indeed, a very serious matter. Your 
business is destroyed ; your Interests arc 
ruined ; men of affluence among you are 
reduced to beggary, and nren iu comforts 
ble circumstances are reduced to absolute 
want; your factories are closed, aud your 
operatives are out of work; your steam- 
boats aro rotting at your wharves, aud your 
warehouses are shut up — all this is the 
effect of the war ; and these evils Mr. Mal- 
lory would perpetuate by voting men aud 
money to continue indefinitely the war. 
And while all your Interests arc thus pros- 
trated, your share of the expense of the 
war, against which you have protested, in 
inaugurating which you had no hand, will 
be about fifteen millions of dollars annu- 
ally; and this Mr. Mallort says you 
ought to pay, though it crush you to the 
earth. 

If you vote for him, you vote yonr sanc- 
tion to the destruction of the Government 
yon vote to continue the war, and you vote 
to tax yourselves for the expense of the 
contest.

The scrnrou 
was an earnest aDd eloquent defense of the 
Union, aDd a well merited chastisement of 
IheSouthcrn traitors, to whom he applied 
th: epithets, traitors, thieves, liars, rogues, 
robbers and murderers, which they so 
richly deserve. He declared tha' if Km- 
tucky secedes he will help to whip her in 
again. His patriotic sermon was received 
by the delighted audience with frequent 
amljloud demonstrations of apple use. After 
the sermon, the Star Spangled Banner WU 
sung with the spirit and with the under- 
standing. Il was a feast of patriotism long 
to be remembered hy the patriotic audi- 
ence, oruoog whom there were no traitors.

Times. There also appeared in the Enqui 
rcraiorger, snd still more laudatory ac 
count of this “ Feast of patriotism,” from 
which it appears that Mr. Black annotinc 
ed himself a “double cousin of Attorney 
General Black, from whom ho received 
many cabinet secrets, which he retailed to 
his “patriotic audience" — that he dcnounc 
cd “ Kentucky neutrality," and compli- 
mented a couple of Newport Abolition 
orators, Messrs. Root and Hawkins, whose 
“mado him Teel good ail OVCT 
and pointing to tbejflag, he said, “that ban 
neris to the patriot’s heart, what tho Sac- 
rament of the Lord’s Supper is to the 
Christian." “ Another National song was 
6ung,” which perhaps was “ Yankee Doo 
die.” 

We had some knowledge of this Mr. 
Black. 

He was a Presiding Elder of the Aboli 
tion branch of the Methodist Church in 
that region of Kentucky embracing Mason 
and Lewis counties, and was an offence In 
the nostrils of the people outside of his 
own free negro communion. He was 
charged with tampering with the sinves in 
the neighborhood of Orangeburg, Mason 
county, and yet an Indulgent community 
tolerated bis presence among them. Alter 
this we heard of him as a traveling beggar 
iu tho free States for the benefit of his 
pauper conference, during which mieslop 
he distinguished himself by slanderiug the 
people of Kentucky, representing him- 
self as an anti-slavery champion continual 
)y in jeopardy from the Kentucky blood 
hounds that surrounded him. 

Fancying himself secure in the Aboli- 
tion town of Newport, he now talks large 
ly of “helping to whip Kentucky.” Every 
“dog has his day,” Mr. Black; but the lime 
is not far distant when such dogs as your- 
self will cease to disturb the peace of Ken- 
tucky by your Abolition howls. If such 
scenes as that described nbove aro enacted 
iu Kentucky, what proinnations of the 
house of God must occur in the Abolition 
Stales of the North.

To the seventh, I answer again no— not 
under any circumstances connected with 
this war.

Washington, June 16.— The President 
ia working on hie m essnge. lie will take 
j the highest ground in favor of prosecuting 
the war with £ne utmost vigor and hoist- 
ing it by winter, if possible, recommending 
a call It) r half a million of men, and ap- 
pro printing $200,000 000. 

(Jov. Sprague, of Rhode Island, will he 
tendered a Major Generalship. 

The 2d It. I. Regiment is ordered to 
Washington, where there is to beaconneu- 
tration of the whole available reserve force, 
in order to make a forward march towards 
Richmond. 

Captain Chauncy lias taken command of 
the Susquehanna, and will sail for the Gulf 
in the course of the week. 

Lieutenant Col. Lertcrts with 200 Dis- 
trict volunteers, had a skirmish with 100 
cavalry near Seneca Mills, twenty-sight 
miles above Washington. Two Virgini- 
ans were killed, oue supposed to lie Capt. 
Sbrevee. Tho Virginians retreated. None 
of our troops wero injured. 

A detachment of tho 6th Regiment, 
guarding a propeller sent here from An- 
napolis, with stores &e., was attacked on 
their return, below Acquia Creek, Satin- 
day.

We print this morning a fall phonographic 
report of the great speech of ex Governor 
Moreiikad, which was delivered at the 
Court House on Saturday evening last. 

This is one of the mo't elaborate and 
conclusive speeches to which the pending 
difficulties have given rise; and we trust 
no one of our fellow-citizens, who really 
desires to understand the issues we are 
called npon to decide, will fail to read it 
carefully and candidly. 

A Government Lie. 

The telegraph this morning informs ns, 
that Gen Pillow, having received assu- 
rances of assistance from the Governors of 
Kentucky and Tennessee, Is to move for- 
ward to the attack of Cairo on the lS h inst. 

This is a flat lie In every particular, cir 
eulated through tbe Administration’s lie- 
irg machines, to furnish a pretext for the 
augmentation of Government forces a' 
Cairo, preparatory to what roe know is their 
meditated advance on Memphis between 
this and the 15th proximo. 

All tho reports about islands in the Mis- 
sissippi in the jurisdiction of Kentucky to 
be occupied by Tennessee troops, and all 
reports of a like character, are equally 
false. 

On the contrary, while tho Qovcrnor of 
Kentucky has had the most positive assu- 
rances from the civil and military authori- 
ties of Tennessee that our position of 
nentrality will bo religiously respected 
by that State, we know, from sources that 
admit of no doubt In our mind, that it is 
tbe intention of the Northern army to ad- 
vance towards Memphis early in next 
month, with the expectation of occupying 
and holding that city until Fall, when 
they confidently expect to pnss on to New 
Orleans. 

It was not True. 

Louisville, KT.,June 13. — Dr. Urban 
attempted to raise a secession flig over his 
dwelling to-day. Mayor Delpb gave notice 
that be would not answer for the safety of 
the lives of his family or the property. 
The Doctor desisted. A large crowd of 
Uuion men had assembled near by, many 
of whom were armed.

Battle of Bethel— A Zouave’s 
Account, 

The following letter to the New York 
Tribune from a Zouave who wat at the 
battle of Betbil affords some knowledge 
of the magnitude of that affair. We take 
hie account from th© tima of the cress- 
firing between the Albany and German 
New York regiments: 

We again took up onr line of march to 
onr oi iginal point of destination, and on 
the way took occasion to iuerrase the tem- 
perature of the atmosphere (thermometer 
93 degrees in the shade) by making bon- 
fires of certain houses and barns belong- 
ing to geutiemen who have abused the 
kindness and lenity of General Bailer, 
(whose heart Is as bigas his body) and 
have allowed thvlr premises to be used 
for ambuscades and rallying points for the 
rebels, wh-le professing co bo Union men, 
and be-ng protected b. tb in person and 
property by Geacial Butler's ordors. 

We had to halt several times on onr 
march lor reserve to como np, and Col. 
Duryee’s most freqaent order was, “go 
slower, men, go slower,” till finally we ar- 
rived at a point about a mile distant from 
the posiiiou of the enemy and halted. The 
first thing we heard along the line was 
“Company I, Captain Bartlett, to the front,” 
and sway we went along the whole lino at 
douhl ; quick, tired as we were, after au 
all-night’s duty, and a maroh uetlera broil- 
iug tun of fourteen miles, aud cheered by 
the men along the whole hue. 

When we arrived at tbe head of the regi- 
ment we were Ordered to advance aud Joiu 
Capt. Gilpatrick, Company H, who wore 
still further in advance! anil wo die it. 

He is, to use a homely phrase, “one of 
’em,” and as we came np nit first saluta- 
tiou was, “B n ilett, old fellow, there they 
are, aud now we have a bigrli uo;.” And 
they were there, sure enough, and it was a 
big thing, with some twenty holes in it. and 
one of those things you can see on top - f 
the fort at Governor’s Island in each hole. 

The two companies were then divided 
into three sections, Capt. Bartlett taking 
command of tin* eouter, Lieut. Cambro- 
lang of Gdpttrlek's company taklog com- 
mand of the right section, and Liont. 
York, of Bartlett’s company taking com- 
mand of the left, and the order given te 
“deploy as skirmishers.” 

Ti esc arruugeun-nts did not take a great 
while, you may rest assured, and vt h id 
hardly got iuto place on the right, b fore 
“bang," ‘‘bang,’’ “bang,” sa. tiled our ears, 
and me way tne grape and eaunlster tore 
through and above and around us was con- 
skiuruldy ahead ot double-quick tunc, and 
wond- rml to relate, al- hough they fired at 
point-blank range, and apparently right in 
our faces, not a man was killed. G-lpat- 
rlck jumped up on a leuce, sang out, “Give 
them three good America!! cheers for that, 
men,” aud if you bad heard it, you would 
have thought that order was obeyed, for we 
didsingout. They fl: ed four or five rounds 
at us before we could get out of the way- 
amt then the center and light took posi, 
tions in the wood, with a view of flanking 
the enemy on the right and the left taking 
positions behind feucis, r i - in. grouse, and 
anything that afforded the slightest pro- 
tection from the marderous fire of the cn- 

my. Awaited orders, which were constant- 
ly alter each discharge, “Skirmishers Ad- 
vance,” and wu did advance, somu unit s 
on bauds aud kuccs aud sometimes crawl- 
ing en onr bellies, aud sometimes, where 
ueilber would do, getting up aud goiug 
"double quick” till we could find sonic ob- 
suclu, however slight, to take advantage 

of. 

The center and right of the skirmishers 
kept moving on until they got to where 
they supposed they were on the enemy’s 
flank, but very much to Ihtir surprise, 
tor no one dreamed of tbe strength of the 
position, they found that there was not 
only one eutrenvhincnt, bat another and 
a bigger cue iu the rear, and of course 
nothing to do but the best the could under 
thecircuins-aoci B, and poo offjnst ii. many 
men as showed their heads above tbe em- 
bankment. In the itn-snlime, the left sec- 
tion of tbe skirmishers, bearing Giipat- 
rick’s sharp, shrill command coTi-tantly re 
pealed, “Skirmishers, advance,” kept eoa- 
B'.antly moving forward in an open field, 
and while in the act of making a further 
ndvanee of about TOO feet to tbe front and 
up to a very unsuspicious an-1 harmless 
looking fence, house, cow shed and barn, 
the curtain iell and a masked battery of 
mountain howitzers was exposed iu lull 
view, and they U.d not lose iuv time Iu 
opening Grape und cauislsr fcU like dri- 
ving bail right into our faces, and men 
dropped right and left. Wo g:-vc ibem 
oni ronnd in return aud retreated fill sen 
pnecs, aod throwing ourselves flat on our 
faces loaded and llrtd^ as fast os pos.-iblr, 
uutil finding there was no resort s, no main 
body, no nothisg to fall back on. we got 
out front antler this awful fire sad got back 
to the two field pieces oa our right. This 
did not t»ke a groat while, tor onr men 
only fired five or six ronnds, and tb«n oily 
when they oonld sight a man as he juiupud 
np above the embaekmeut and fired, and 
before he could Jump back again. 

la tbs rucaniiim , onr regiment, under 
Col. Daryae’s.' special and personal direc- 
tion, au-J be in ndvanee had jnarehod lo 
positon on the right, and opened a bnavv 
lire, aud Gol. Townsend’s regiment, 3d Al- 
bany, hud conic np, marched ia column di- 
rectly iu from oi the enemy’s butteries, 
aud lit point blank range got handsomely 
into position on the left uud opened fire 
They flanged the lmsksd batteries on tbs 
l«U and silenced them, and then iormeil 
in line of battle front to the enemy’s batte- 
ries. All there movements took lime, and 
tu the m- tintime our butt- ry, commanded 
and rervi d by IJcul. Grc-ble, ofthc 3-.1 Reg- 
iment U. S Artillery, kept up a gailingaud 
succefii-tu) lire upon the et-einy’a batteries, 
and although grape, shell, oauisiur, and 
solid shot, rained all around and about him. 
lie was as quiet and gentle, bath ia manurr 
anil speecn.as if he had been In a iady's 
drawing room. I never saw grtator cool- 
ness iu my life. 

I cannot say ns tr.nch for some of those 
UBdcr his corntnaud. There were men 
w.th him who emphatically stood by their 
tuns, hut us lira enemy kept improving 
their ruuee, aud d ioger increased, no many 
1 ft that there was no uicu enough of those 
whose duty it wa* to be there, and at the 
call for v duntccrs from the Zouaves, to 
h-lp to work the gnns, enough of the “red 
legged devils” stnppe j forward from their 
places to have served twenty gnns. And 
so the day wore on till our utcu wurc com- 
pletely worn out. , 

About 1 a o’clock, Col. Townsend's Re<r|- 
meut made a n ovoiuent to the left, and 
then coinir; to the front, we made a gen- 
eral charge of tho two reeimeuts right up 
to and in tire ha t of their batteries, and 
drove them ibdfii their first in'.rcnclunents. 
And hero !he enemy ninat have offered 
great loss, f >r the tit- B of both regiment*, 
maddened by opposition, fairly sprung on 
their lnvnmeh uteui, bnt were 'stopped by 
the second with tlmir heavy guts. This 
was elraigntforwaid, buud-io-haud fighting, 
mnl at the point of the bayonet; but tli-lr 
position was too strpiiL, although i think 
after we had ouec got il we could have 
kept it, liad we had any support at all. We 
were obliged to retirg, ami retire we did, 
in good order, and without uiu"h loss. 
And here lot me pay a dts- reing uibnte to 
Col*. Durtae and Totyustnd. UoL Durvae 
went tbr ugh the fight yrttb a liule tiding 
whip in his hand, and encour ig:d his oieu 
hotn with voice and tx . tuple. 

Col. Townsend is one or ihc most self 
possess' d, cool geutlcmcu I ever saw. lie 
was on h. rSebai k,in full uniform, aud led 
his men in i veryiboyemout. At Gut choree 
upon the batteries he was in front, aod 
rode slow c uoogh to let his men easily keep 
up. and wiihas much apparent nonchalance 
as i' upon parade. 

l’o r Grebiel He and c'.x men were 
ki ed by almost the list shot fired from 
tti ■ enemy’s batteries. H-s skull was liter- 
ally washed by a discharge hom one of 
tacir :ifl id cannon. 

Col. Dnryae’s Reg'ir.cnt arriving first, 
combining their linti of march went on in 
advance, and the resorvu ot Co!. Bendlx’s 
German liilles of N«w York arriving there 
before our New York Reserve enue up, 
look up position along tho line of Woods 
to the left, al tire junction, and upoa the 
anival of the head of the column of Col. 
Townsend’s Regiment, with the ace ond j ia! I 
toon of Company I, of our Regiment in 
front, supposing > tint we were of the ether 
side, opened lire upon us with grape and 
cannister, and very successfully no far us 
they were concerned. 

Not cx|»*et;ug any resistance here every- 
body was unprepared, and a retreat was 
the inevitable consequence. The horses 
attached to the artillery became unman- 
ngablc, wheeled, upset the pieces, ini torn 
madly aloDg down tho line, and 6;riously 1 
do not think they coulJ he blamed, for 
grape aud eannisier tell like bail, to any 
nothing of the blinding effect of each dis- 
charge right iu their aud our fices. 

We of course all went back according to 
order q but not far, aud presently one of 
the Zouaves and we were in the rear, the 
last lo go; saw coming along the road, a 
detachment of what we aU supposed wns 
the ouemjr, with a white (I u;. One of the 
Zouaves, iu company with Col. Townsend, 
went back to investigate, and then the 
whole truth came out, and the mistake ac- 
counted for, very mueb to the sitisfactiou 
of the wounded, of eours«; and as for the 
killed, as silence gives con.-sut, it is to he 
supposed to their saltefiieiioa, too. It was 
a sad mistake, aud somebody was very 
much to blame.

Naval Batteet No. 1, | 

Acqcia Creek, J uuefid, 1831. f 

Sin: On Thursday, P. M .,us iny telegram 
the next morning apprized you, the enemy 
engaged us for a short time, aud then with- 
drew. The Washington papers state tn« 
one of them had a Massachusetts regimet 
on board fer the purpose of landing. One 
oft he steamers was crowded with men. 

Oa Friday, al 10:30 P. M„ two eut of 
three steamers abreast of the battery open- 
ed fire upon us, and eontiuucd to eaunon- 
ado for three hours, when they withdrew. 
The largest steamer very rnucu resembled 
the Cru-ader. As they kept at long shot 
mostly beyond ear range, I economised 
ammunition, and ouly fired flfiU-Mx times. 
Oue of the steamers had a rrflad gun, the 
shell from which penetrated ihrough our 
sand bank; and one of them exploded in, 
aud couipiately demolished the room oc- 
cupied by ihe officers and myself. Upon 
•ur part no one was injaied; but lookers 
on Irom the hills and the opposite shore, 
state that the enemy was repeatedly struck. 

Yesterday tbe steamers which had laid 
off during the night wore reinforced by 
the Pawnee, and at 11:30 A. M. they com- 
menced a brisk cannonade, whieh contin- 
ued with lltlio interruption unlil about 
d:30 P. M., during which ihe Pawnee fired 
392 shot uud shell, aud the other steamer 
207, the greater portion of the latter being 
rifled shells.

l or men who had never before boon in 
action, the Portsmouth Rifles were remark- 
ably cool nad self-possessed, and, after 
few ronnds, got the range «f the eueniv, 
and fired admirably well. Every officer 
and man behaved in the most spirits! and 
credible manner, aid were so regardless of 
danger, that 1 had oftsa to interpose my 
■uuhoiUy to pievciil their oxpoaiog them- 
selves unucceAsarily to tbe enemy’s fire. 
The action lasted about fifteen ox twenty 
minutes.

CSprcia' to the N. Y. Commercial.] 

Washington, June 17. — Secretary Chase 
is busily engaged in a conlercnce with em- 
inent financiers ami tommercial meu in 
relation to the wants of tho Treasury De- 
partment.

The National Intelligencer, of tbis moru- 
ning, says unless it receives the aid ef new 
subscriptions from the Nonli it will be obli- 
ged to suspend. 

No indication has vet becu givon by the 
Administration in regard to the couisc to 
be pursued towards tbe privateers men 
captured on Saturday. The prevailing im- 
pression is that they will be hung, though 
it is feared that In retaliation many good 
Union men will be made to suffer. *

Washingtou, June 17. — Colonel Stone’s 
command isiu quiet possession of Lees- 
burg. 

Tee cars are running fourteen miles on 
the Leesburg and Alexandria railroad. 
Tbe route is expected to be opened by them 
for Patterson's division. 

Ten secession prisoners are reported 
raptured iu a skirmish by Stone’s com- 
mand. 

The War Department has ordered the 
rebuilding of tha Harper's Ferry bridge. — 
It is expected it will be done in five days. 

Washington, June 17. — A gentleman 
who rode down the tow path of the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio Canal, reports that at five 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. Col. Stone was 
in quiet possession of Leesburg. He also 
confirms the report that Major Everett’s 
command at Senuea had a brush with the 
Secessionists. Capt. Slireve and two of 
ids men, of the Virginia forces, wcrekilled. 
Major Everett drew the water out of the 
level of the canal in front of his position, 
and used tlie tow path for a breatwork, 
which gave him a d ci led advantage in po- 
s tioo. The Secessionists a ere drawn off.. 

A Government messenger arrived this 
evening represeuts C'oL Stone’s command 
still in the neighborhood of Rockville, Md 
He came down for aupplies. As those 
lorccs advance, the Secessionists retreat. 

The propeller Diamond State arrived at 
the Washington Navy Yard this morning. 
She reports having met and spoke the pro- 
peller Josephine down the river. The lat- 
ter having been fired into with muskets at 
Mathias Point, opposite Port Tobacco 
county, Mat ) land, sho fired a shell, when 
the aimoyance ceased. 

It has beau determined, as aunennecd in 
gcuenl order# containing the plan of or- 
ganization of the volunteer forces called 
into the service of the Ceiled States, that 
the President Bhull appoint, by aud with 
t lie advice and consent of the Senate, one 
surgeon for each brigade. The Secretary 
has instructed Surgoor General Finley lo 
immediately couvsaa ia this city, after 
due notice, an Army Medical BonrJ, whose 
duty il shall be to rxaiulnu aft persons re- 
ferred to by the Depnrtiuedt, or applicants 
ior brigade surgeons, and report tbe re- 
sult of such exiiuiluiftion. Appointments 
will be made ouly from among those so 
examined and reported by the Board as 
qualified. 

Auoibcr order has been issued by the 
Secretary that the Surgeon General insti- 
tute a similir board, in consequence of 
various complaints having readied Hie 
Dspartmcnt of the iucompetency ol re-gi 
mental surgeons, who have baeu appointed 
cither by th# commanding ofil cers or the 
Governors of the Stairs. The Board is lo 
cxinilne surgeons, of whom complaints arc 
made, in order to ©oeure their dismissal , if 
fouud incompetent. 

The East Pennsylvania railroad has 
made an offer, whieh has been accented, to 
receive Government munitions of war be- 
tween New Yoiknud Harrisburg. Edward 
Clymcr, th ■ President of the company, in 
hii letter, ©ays, “should aft the trausporia 
tiou companies anile ia a like offer, it 
would necessarily relieve the pressure on 
the National Treasury, and also tend to 
iuspire confidence in tfle credit aud laith 
of iflu Government.
